To the immediate generation of pup:is it will mean the 
loss of a teacher, friend and intellectual .-p^nsor whose 
place even in their immaturity they n.ust ir.-tantiy reah/.e 
will be hard to fill. To ail it will mark the passing of a 
landmark in tne *eholastic life of the county, the end of 
a public career which from the viewpoint of faithfulness 
to a public task and from continuity of service will per- 
haps never be duplicated in the annals of the county. 


"Cass" Snaw belongs to the old school of teachers. 


In the estimation of that class of teachers a pupil in the 
schools is there for a specific purpose and in the dis- 
charge of that task it was not the chief aim of the teacher 
to make school life to the pupil a bed of roses. Whether 
a given study was difficult or easy for a pupil \vas inci- 
dental. The first thing was the mastery of that task and 
as against this nothing else was of avail, least of all the 
comfort and indulgence of the student. 


To follow this course as undeviatingly as did teach- 


ers of the generation to which Mr. Shaw belonged, meant 
that they were strict disciplinarians. 
The word of the 


teacher was Law. His will prevailed and not that of the 
pupils. They taught the common branches shorn of frills 
and fads. 
When a pupil completed the eight grammar 


grades under L. C. Shaw he knew mental arithmetic as 
he knew his multiplication tables and. if he possessed 
any aptitude for mathematics at all, he was a master of 
the entire Ray's arithmetical series. He also knew how 
to spell, which a few years back was a lost art, altho, 
happily, there has come" about a change for the better in 
that respect. They also knew the political geography of 
the world as it was then far better than it is known by 
the present-day generation of pupils and they knew the 
rudiments of " physical and 
mathematical geography. 


Grammar and English perhaps were not taught as inten- 
sively then as now, but eighth grade information of 
United States history was far more accurate than it is 
today. 


In addition to this the pupils th--t flowered under 


the careful nurture of men of the Si,aw type in their 
earlier teaching years had the incalculable blessing of 
sitting at the feet of McGuffey. who gave to the children 
of America a compilation of literary extracts incompar- 
ably the best both from a utilitarian and a literary view- 
point that has ever been prepared for English speaking 
children. 
Admittedly the technique of teaching begin- 


ners to read has vastly improved since those days, but 
what they read has not. 
For the purpose of launching 


well rounded men and women on life's work there has 
never been a series of reading texts to compare with the 
McGuffey Readers of a generation and more ago. 


So there will be ill-concealed regret at the passing 


of L. C. Shaw, masterful teacher, firm disciplinarian, 
kindly guide and counsellor. And with it all he has been 
thru the years a diplomat of first rank. He had to be to 
survive in public life. 
We can only guess at the tough 


struggles he has gone thru with refractory school boards 
and an often unreasonable public. The infinite patience 
that has been his, the tact he must have displayed, the 
political maneuvering he must have employed to weather 
a half century in school work and then have a grateful 
public demand more years of service, constitute a testi- 
monial of which no man need be ashamed. 


It is only fair to add that the unusual has happened 


and that the strenuous public trust which ilr. Shaw is 
laying down will be taken up by a man of similar type 
and temperament. The county superintendent-elect, 31 r. 
H. B. Pigrnan, has been trained in the same hard school, 
and entertains the same basic views concerning his great 
trust that Mr. Shaw holds. 
It is a fortunate situation 


and one that has been shared by few counties in similar 
periods of transition.
